Lineham to-day presented the report of the 


immigration committee. Accompanying was 
the report uf A, Lucas of Calgary who had | 
heen acting as immigration commissioner in 
Torunts for the past month. ‘The committee 
believed that the opening of this agency had 
been productive of good results and recom: 

mended that it be continued. It was also Bug: 

gested that efforts be made to secure from the 

C. P. R, rates which would permit land 
prospectors to visit several parts of the 
Northwest at a single prices, The com- 
mittee further pointed out that in consequence 
of the recent action of the United States gov 

ernment in closing its ports against immigra- 
tion from European countries the committee 
believes that the increased flow of immigration 
to the Dominion caused by this action will 
bring numbers of immigrants from the cholera 
infected districts of Europe, and it is of opinion 
that unless great care be exercised in maintain 

ing a strict quarantine at all Dominion ports 
during the approeching immigration season, 
very great danger will arise fromthe introdue- 
tivn of cholerafinto the Northwest Territories. 

Magraths coal miners bill was read in com- 
mittee. The point of the expense of appoint- 
ing @1 i) spector was discussed, Betts opposing. 
A motion to strike out the section providing 
for the salary of an inspector was carried in the 
committee and the bill passed through. 

Davidson s amendments to the municipal 
ordinance were considered in committes. Au 
amendment by Davidson to permit municipa!- 
ities to pay for horses destroyed on account of 
glanders was carried. Also two amendments 
by abs to permit municipalities to guarantee 
the debentures of elevator companies and to 
raise the limit of credit allowed municipalities 
from 5 mills on the dollar of assessment to 8 
mills on the dollar. 

The game ordinance was read a third time. 
It provided that non-residents of the Territories 
who desire to shoot in the Territories, must pay 
a license fee of $5. 

The ordinance providing public aid to hospi- 
pitals passed a third reading, 

Clinkskill moved, seconded by McKay, that 
the Dowinion government be asked to gdant 
xcripand medais to the Northwest mounted 
police, 


Insinger moved that his resolutions of yester 
day regarding protection from prairia fires be

PUBLIC MEETING. 

Mayor McCauley presided, and stated that 
the object of the meeting was for the ratepayers 
to express their grievances if they were dis- 
tatistied with the actions of the old ccu cil. 
He viewed several transactions of the council 
during the past year, and when questioned 
about the ditch near the curling rink, he stated 
the object of the same, but did not know. nor 
60 ild not find out who gave the orders, but 
thought it was all right for him to sign the 
cheques for same. The bridge across the Rat 
creek was discussed to so some length, when he 
said that it was built and that he thought it 
wes a good bridge, so he signed the eheques 
providing the work was stopped on the ditch. 

Jas. Goodridge was the next speaker. and 
said he did the very best he could and admitted 
that the council may have made mistakes, but 
no matter who that council was they would 
make more, 

J. A. McDougall was then called and ex- 
plained about the trip of the delegates to Ot- 
tawa and what encouragement they got when 
they were in Ottawa. Mr. McDougall then 
viewed the couneil and their actions of the past 
year, while praising some he thought they did 
good many foolish things. Mr. McDougall said, 
if elected, he would do all in his power to secure 
a traftic bridge across the Saskatchewan, if the 
town had to pay a-half or more. He would try 
to have the best system of waterworks that 
could be had, aud what was a benefit to the 
town would be his first and last demand, if 
elected 

©. Gallagher was called upon and said he was 
uot a public speaker, but ask the vote amd_ in- 
auence of the ratepayers, and, if elected, would 
dlo the very best he could for the town. 

K. A. McLeod was called upon and said that 
he was not a public speaker, but that he was 
an old timer, his all was here, he came to stay, 
and that he was going to stay. His intentions 
were fuvorable to Mr. McDougall’s in regard to 
the bridge, and, if elected, would serve to the 
very best interests of the town. 

Geo, P. Sanderson was called upon and said 
that he had been a kicker against the old coun- 
cil and that he was there to face anything he 
had said behind the boards. He condemned 
the council for the way in which they made the 
ditch, and that the water would not run up 
hill, He would guarantee that if a ditch was 
made IS inches deep that there would be no 
surplus water on the low ground in which the 
present ditch was now made. He would, if 
elected, practice a little economy, not by salt- 
ing every dollar in the treasury, but by caref..1 
handling for anything that would bea benetit to 
the town, He agreed with Mr. McDougall in 
regard to the building of the bridge, but would 
not go in for giving any bonus to a railway and 
and trattic b.idge combined. He thought if the 
C. P. R. wanted to come into the town they 
were capable of so doing without the aid of the 
funds of the town. Some remarks made by 
Mr. Sanderson brought the mayor to his feet in 
defence of the old council, about the diteh be- 
tween Namayo and Kinistino avenues, also the 
bridge on Kinistino avenue across Rat Creek
